THE AMENDMENT defended 
by Go v . Ro mney o mitted names 
bu t merely wo u ld hav e pu t the 
party o n reco rd as o ppo sing ex ­ 
tremism. Again the 
ru les o f 
po litics were inv o ked. 
P'o r ev ery bo dy h a s his o wn 
definitio n o f what is reaso nable 
and what go es bey o nd what is 
necessary to reach an o bjectiv e. 
Hence, his was a po litical gam­ 
bit, to o . 
I’m no t deny ing the ex istence 
o f o rganizatio ns .so me o f who se 
tenets I regard as ex treme in 
the .sense that they go bey o nd 
what is necessary to reach a de­ 
sirable o bjectiv e. To cite o ne 
ex ample, I believ e it is silly 
to adv o cate the repeal o f the 
i n c o m e tax amendment, al­ 
tho u gh I believ e that the gradu a­ 
tio n which no w prev ails sho u ld 
be less steep. 


THERE ARE. I wo u ld esti­ 
mate, 50 to 100 o rganizatio ns 
which adv o cate measu res which 
I regard as ex treme. Bu t in 
mo st cases they also adv o cate 
.so me perfectly no rmal and de­ 
sirable general o bjectiv es. These 
o rganizatio ns are interested in 
pro paganda, mo stly printed. 
They are no t po litical in the 
sense that they help either o f 
the majo r po litical parties in 
the bu siness o f no minating and 
electing candidates. So me hav e 
members and so licit member­ 
ships. So me co nsist o nly o f a 
gro u p o r co mmittee printed o n 
a letterhead. So me are almo st 
o ne-man o r o ne-wo man affairs 
I alway s hav e believ ed that 
these o rganizatio ns are wasting 
v alu able e n e r g y and mo ney 
which wo u ld better be chan­ 
nelled into a po litical party 
Also , I hav e o ften written in 
co lu mns and bo o ks my disagree­ 


ment with so me o f their charges 
and pro po sals. 
Bu t 1 also hav e reco gnized 
that many peo ple hav e su ppo rt­ 
ed o r jo ined these o rganizatio ns 
(and here I’m speaking o f tho se 
that call themselv es co nserv a 
tiv el 
becau se the Repu blican 
party has failed fo r many y ears 
to pro v ide fo r them a co ngenial 
alternativ e. In sho rt, they hav # 
wandered o u tside the channel- 
agreed with bo th parties. 


NOW, HOWEVER, the Repu b 
lican party has ado pted a state 
ment o f principles and no m 
inated a candidate that do es 
pre.sent a real alternativ e to the 
ru ling 
majo rity o f the Demo 
cratic party , the President, and 
the majo rity in Co ngress. The 
effect o f this will be to draw 
away the su ppo rt o f the mo re 
reaso nable peo ple

To be su re, there will be 
fringes in su ch o rganizatio ns 
who will remain irreco ncilable 
I’m co nfident that these will, in 
o rder to keep their o wn names 
and o rganizatio ns befo re 
the 
pu blic, beco me critical o f Go ld 
water himself befo re the cam 
paign is o v er. 
They canno t be abso rbed and 
so they will march o n into o b­ 
liv io n. Their su ppo rt will rie 
dine, and their o rganziatio ns 
will decline and fo r the m o s t 
part die. Su ch an o u tco me i«< 
who lly natu ral and desirable 
Fo r natio nal po licies sho u ld he 
made o r changed by legitimate 
po litical parties, no t by pro pa 
ganda agencies. 
I cite the decline o f the So cial­ 
ist party since 1933. After Ro o se 
v elt inau gu rated his New Deal 
and shaped his party , mo st o f 
the milder So cialist ideas were 
abso rbed and mo st So cialist'? 
became Demo crats. Ro o sev elt 
to be su re, rejected the standard 
Marx ian schemes and pu blic 
o wnership and o peratio n (rf all 
indu stry . Ev en No rman Tho ma« ! 
has stated this as the reaso n wh? 
his party has declined. 


WE MAY o r may no t appro v e 
o f so me o f the measu res Ro o se 
v elt bo rro wed 
fro m 
So cialist 
do ctrine My po int is that when 
a majo r party ado pts a real 
alternativ e, tho se who are no t 
u nreaso nable leav e their splin­ 
ters and jo in it.

Go ldwater has pro ­ 
po sed v ario u s remedies, at v ar­ 
io u s tim es- fro m backing an ex ­ 
ile inv asio n o f Cu ba to shu tting 
o ff no n-Co mmu nist trade with 
it, ev en if it meant blo ckading 
with warships. 
Su nday the American repu b­ 
lics. thro u gh their fo reign min­ 
isters, agreed no t o nly o n co n­ 
demning Cu ba fo r aggressio n 
hu t o n appro v ing stro ng eco ­ 
no mic and diplo matic sanctio ns 
against Castro ’s regime. The 
actio n had stro ng U..S, backing 
It was the stro ngest mo v e by 
a co nference o f the ministers 
since Ca.stro grabbed ho ld o f 
Cu ba o n Jan 1. 1959. 
One qu ick way to step u p and 
perhaps 
end 
the Co mmu nist 
gu errila attacks o n So u th Viet 
Nam wo u lo be to ex tend the war 
to No rth Viet Nam 
Bu t that 
might bring Red China directly 
into the war. The Jo hnso n ad­ 
ministratio n has been relu ctant 
to lake the chance. 
Bu t Go ldwater has said the 
United States “can and sho u ld 
end the fighting in Viet Nam by 
taking .stro ng, affirmativ e ac­ 
tio n ” This is ju st o ne o f the 
things he has said.

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War In The City Streets 


The quality that distinguishes the out­ 
breaks in New York and other cities from 
true civil rights dem onstrations is their 
core of sheer rage. Police in other cities 
might have even less success in putting 
down what amounts to insurrection. 
Police operations in recent years for­ 
tunately have provided new equipm ent 
and training. Radio and teletype com m u­ 
nication have im proved coordination of 
personnel. A policeman using a sm all 
walkie-talkie can bring a dozen fellow offi­ 
cers to his assistance within minutes. 
Police in some cities carry pocket tran­ 
sistor radios on which they receive but 
cannot send m essages. Some years ago 
Cleveland police reduced thefts of auto­ 
mobiles from 300 to SO cases a month by 
use of the handie-talkie, a portable radio­ 
telephone which enabled policemen at ob­ 
servation posts to signal pursuit cars sta­ 
tioned five or six blocks away. 


A MORE controversial development is 
the use of the police dog. German shep­ 
herd dogs have long been used for police 
work in Europe. In the past decade, a 
growing number of U.S. police forces have 
added K-9 corps. The dogs are trained 
to work with a single policeman who usu­ 
ally houses the dog in his own home. 
Police dogs are taught to bring down a 
fugitive by the arm or leg but not to in­ 
flict injury Nevertheless, use of dogs to 
clear streets, 
particularly 
in 
Jackson, 
Miss., has been severely criticized. 
Interest in special training of police for 
riot control has been heightened by ra ­ 
cial conflicts. A Southern Regional Coun­ 


cil report attributes the success of some 
Southern cities in keeping down street 
disorders during periods of racial tension 


to the effectiveness of such training and of 
preparations 
for 
possible em ergencies. 


An im portant elem ent of the training is 
impressing on police officers the need for 
im partial dealing with both white and 
black dem onstrators. 


TO COPE with the street crim e issue 
raised at San Francisco by Sen. Coldwa­ 
ter, former President Eisenhower and Sen. 
John G. Tower of Texas, police will need 
all the advantages of training, technique, 
and equipment that can be given to them. 
Day-to-day crim e on city streets is an 
even greater evil, if less dram atic, than 
the street violence in New York and other 
cities.

The Moral Is Painful 


Th# treasurer of last spring's ill-fated 


project to put M arine Col. John H. Glenn 
on the 1964 Democratic ticket for U.S. sen­ 
ator, instead of Sen. Stephen M. Young, 
has told a grim story about political dis­ 
enchantment. 
The group backing Col. Glenn still owes 
about 88,500, after creditors have boiled 
down accounts payable, he reports. Un­ 
less someone falls out of a tree with the 
$8,500, Col. Glenn m ay get stuck for the 
debt. 
What makes the prospect doubly grim 
for the attractive and popular hero of the 
nation s first around-the-world space hero 
is that he didn’t incur the debt. It was 
incurred by people who were hopeful of 
having him run against Robert Taft Jr. 
in this year’s U.S. Senate race. 


In their fervor to pit the space hero 


against an attractive young career pol­ 
itician, they bought things off the cuff, 
contrary to Col. Glenn’s instructions to 
stay inside a cam paign fund of $20,000. 
When Col. Glenn had the accident late 
last M arch that fo*ved him to withdraw 
from the race, hi* instructions had been 
violated to the tune of $10,000 This has 
been whittled down to $8,500 
The moral of the story is painful: Po­ 
litical “ friends’’ are soon parted 
In this 
instance, it is especially painful because 
many nonpolitical adm irers of Col. Glenn 
suspected at the tim e that his newly en­ 
thusiastic ‘ friends’’ pushing him along in 
politics were using him; that they were 
opponents of either .Sen Young or Rep. 
Taft. 
Whether or not they step forward to 
pay off the $8,500 looks like the definitive 
test of their “ friendship ”

But as a realistic dealer, he 
has faced up to the speculative 
trend of present-day coin col­ 
lecting, 
albeit with some re­ 
gret and some reserve. 
“ It's true.” he says. “ You 
often 
can 
find 
something of 
value in your change, but the 
odds are becoming limited be­ 
cause everyone is looking — 
every subway clerk, bus driv­ 
er, bank teller. 
“ That doesn't mean coins of 
special 
value 
aren't 
found - 
they are 
It's just that while 
the potential exists, the proba­ 
bility is somewhat lim ited.” 


SOME VETERAN numism a­ 
tists, Pike says, look with dis­ 
dain on the new turn that coin 
collecting has taken. Once it 
was the lore of the coin that 
m ade it attractive 
why was it 
issued, who was the person on 
it, how had it come into use? 
Those were things that counted 
when coin collecting was just 
. . . coin collecting. 
“ But today," said Pike, “ it’s 
a m atter of the tail leading 
the horse. Today there are very 
few who want to collect coins 
for 
numismatic 
interest 
and 
value 
Now the great percent­ 
age of people collecting are do­ 
ing it for speculative potential. 
That is the criteria that is dom­ 
inating this field today.” 
A large part of the sales are 
simply by the roll of coins— 
not by the individual coin

“ I like to have people enjoy 
a hobby,” says Pike, “ and I'm 
disappointed that this is getting 
away from the fun of what it 
used to be.

RECOMMEND

For instance, the 
average dealer may pay be­ 
tween $900 to $950 for a roll 
of 40 uncirculated 1950-D nickels.

to it that this interest is pre­ 
serving

later, but the danger, it seems 
to me, is that we’re pushing 
coin prices up to levels where 
they’re beyond the reach of 
the average collector. To some 
extent we have frustrated be­ 
gging collectors. 
As 
an 
example 
of 
over­ 
enthusiastic buying by the pub­ 
lic, Pike told of the 1957 proof 
set sales. Proof sets, now dis­ 
continued. are sets of five coins 
— half-dollar, quarter, dime, 
nickel, penny—struck on perfect 
metal at the Philadelphia Mint. 


IN 1957. after years of rather 
limited issuance and increasing 
public interest, the mint issued 
1.247,000 proof sets. The sets 
are sold by the mint, in cello­ 
phane wrapping, for $2.10. 
“ People hocked their souls to 
buy proof sets that year," Pike 
said, “ and before the year was 
out. the price was down to ll 60. 
People 
actually 
lost 
money. 
They 
were so badly 
burned 
that in 1958 only 875,000 proof 
sets were made up.” 
Genuinely great coins are go­ 
ing 
begging 
at 
reasonable 
prices. Pike said 
“Old coins prices are not in­ 
flated; in fact, they're priced, 
generally, very modestly. You 
can get them for relatively little. 


“ AND 
THERE 
ARE 
coins 
with 
numismatic 
significance. 
They have a genuine value and 
they are being neglected. Did 
you ever know there was a 3- 
cent nickel? A 2-cent piece? 
And there are copperheads - 
these are large cents worn by 
those who were partisan to the 
Confederacy. 
“There are flying eagle cent 
pieces, old quarters and half 
dollars, dollars. These are coins 
that had their places in the 
country’s history.” 


Through 


During all of the debate at 
the San Francisco convention 
over what was called extrem ­ 
ism, there was no effort at all 
by those who projected the issue 
to define what was meant, by 
the word. If the subject was 
raised for purposes of reason­ 
able discussion of issues, this 
would have required the substi­ 
tution of an entirely new plat­ 
form. 
But it was not raised 
for that purpose. It was a polit­ 
ical gam bit to injure Sen. Gold- 
w ater’s chance for the nomina­ 
tion. And by following the rules 
of politics, which do not always 
follow the rules of reason, the 
substitute amendment defended 
by Gov. Rockefeller was aimed 
at the John Birch Society, but 
to stress guilt by association 
there were also named the Com­ 
munists and the Ku Flux Elan. 


THE AMENDMENT defended 
by Gov. Romney omitted names 
but merely would have put the 
party on record as opposing ex­ 
trem ism . Again the 
rules of 
politics were invoked. 
For everybody h a s his own 
definition of what is reasonable 
and what goes beyond what is 
necessary to reach an objective. 
Hence, his was a political gam­ 
bit, too. 


I’m not denying the existence 
of organizations some of whose 
tenets I regard as extrem e in 
the sense that they go beyond 
what is necessary to reach a de­ 
sirable objective. To cite one 
example, I believe it is silly 
to advocate the repeal of the 
I n c o m e tax amendment, al­ 
though I believe that the gradua­ 
tion which now prevails should 
be less steep. 


THERE ARE. I would esti­ 
m ate, 50 to IOO organizations 
which advocate m easures which 
I regard as extreme. But in 
most cases they also advocate 
some perfectly normal and de­ 
sirable genera! objectives. These 
organizations are interested in 
propaganda, mostly printed 
They are not political in the 
sense that they help either of 
the m ajor political parties in 
the business of nominating and 
electing candidates. Some have 
m em bers and solicit member­ 
ships. Some consist only of a 
group or com m ittee printed on 
a letterhead. Some are almost 
one-man or one-woman affairs 
I always have believed that 
these organizations are wasting 
valuable e n e r g y and money 
which would better be chan­ 
nelled into a political party 
Also, I have often written in 
columns and books my disagree­ 


ment with some of their charges 
and proposals. 
But I also have recognized 
that many people have support­ 
ed or joined these organizations 
(and here I’m speaking of those 
that call themselves conserve 
tive) 
because the Republican 
party has failed for many years 
to provide for them a congenial 
alternative. In short, they have 
wandered outside the channels 
agreed with both parties. 


NOW, HOWEVER, the Repub 
bean party has adopted a state 
ment of principles and nom 
mated a candidate that does 
present a real alternative to the 
ruling 
m ajority of the Demo 
cratic party, the President, and 
the majority in Congress. The 
effect of this will be to draw 
away the support of the more 
reasonable people 
from 
such 
non-political organizations. 
To be sure, 
there 
will 
he 
fringes in such organizations 
who will remain irreconcilable 
I’m confident that these will, in 
order to keep their own names 
and organizations before 
the 
public, become critical of Gold 
w ater himself before the cam 
paign is over. 
TTiey cannot be absorbed and 
so they will m arch on into ob­ 
livion. Their support will de 
cline, 
and their organziation* 
will decline and for the m o s t 
part die. Such an outcome is 
wholly natural and desirable 
For national policies should he 
made or changed by legitimate 
political parties, not by props 
ganda agencies. 
I cite the decline of the Social­ 
ist party since 1933. After Roose 
velt inaugurated his New Deal 
and shaped his party, most of 
the milder Socialist ideas were 
absorbed 
and most Socialist* 
became Democrats. Roosevelt. 
to be sure, rejected the standard 
M arxian schem es and public 
ownership and operation of all 
industry. Even Norman Thoms* 
has stated this as the reason whv 
his party has declined. 


WE MAY or may not approve 
of some of the m easures Roose 
velt borrowed 
from 
Socialist 
doctrine My point is that when 
a m ajor party adopts a real 
alternative, those who are not 
unreasonable leave their splin­ 
ters and join it. 
So we shall bear less and Ie1'* 
about 
extremism. 
Only 
the 
Democrats will use this word to 
pound Coldwater and their Re­ 
publican opponents. The m o r e 
violent 
Birch 
leaders, 
l i k e 
Robert Welch, will sink into “ in­ 
nocuous desuetude,”

That he is working at it be­ 
cam e clear over the weekend 
To bring Fidel Castro tum­ 
bling down, Coldwater has pro­ 
posed various remedies, at var­ 
ious tim es—from hacking an ex­ 
ile invasion of Cuba to shutting 
off non-Communist trade with 
it, even if it meant blockading 
with warships 
Sunday the American repub­ 
lics, through their foreign min­ 
isters, agreed not only on con­ 
demning Cuba for aggression 
hut on approving strong eco­ 
nomic and diplomatic sanctions 
against C astro's regime 
The 
action had strong U S backing 
It was the strongest move by 
a conference of the ministers 
since C astro grabbed hold of 
Cuba on Jan I. 1959 
One quick way to Mep up and 
perhaps 
end 
the 
Communist 
guerrila attacks on South Viet 
Nam would be to extend the war 
to North Viet Nam 
But that 
might bring Red China directly 
into the war. The Johnson ad­ 
ministration has been reluctant 
to take the chance 
But Coldwater has said the 
United States “can and should 
end the fighting in Viet Nam by 
taking strong, affirmative ac­ 
tion " This is just one of the 
things he has said. He has of­ 
fered 
various 
suggestions 
on 
how to do this, too. 
Sunday night The Associated 
Press said the United States and 
Viet Nam reportedly are about 
ready to announce new m eas­ 
ures to step up the war 
This story said there has been 
no indication here as to the ex­

Q. How can I deal with a 
couple of Jtcratches on the en­ 
ameled surface of a door?

Here Arc Tiling s No t To Do 


T here are few things m ore an­ 
noying than a rattling door or 
a 
door that does not close tightly 
and through which one can he ar 
all the noise generated in the 
house. 
A ctually, a door of this k ind 
can be m ade tight m a few 
m inutes and without m uch m an­ 
ual effort. 


M ost doors ra ttle 
b e c a u s e 
they have shrunk a bit or be­ 
cause they have w arp ed out of 
shap e a fraction of an inch. The 
condition can be rem edied by 
m oving the strik ing-p late so that 
when the tongue of the 
l oc k 
drop s into the sm all square hole 
which is there to receive it, it 
is a tight fit. 
H ow ever, it requires quite 
a 
bit of sk ill to p rop erly re-set a 
strik ing p late. And the wood­ 
work is liable to suffer under 
the hands of a com p letely un­ 
sk illed person. The best w ay to 
cure door trouble of the k ind 
we are talk ing about is to m ove 
the stop - bead or doorstop s 
against which the door 
r e s t s 
when closed. 


All door fram es or casings 
are 
equip p ed 
with 
m oldings 
which stop the door at just the 
right p lace. This long strip is 
nailed up along both sides and 
across the top of the door open­ 
ing. And when the door does 
not set securely against 
t hi s 
strip it will ra ttle when win­ 
dows are opened at night and 
all the noise in the house can 
be heard through the gap . 


The p rop er p rocedure is to lift 
off this strip , close the door 
and lock it, and then renail the 
strip again tight against t h e 
door. This insures a tight-fitting 
door which will not ra ttle and 
which will close out m ost of the 
noise outside of the room . 
wSpeak ing of noise 
c om i n g 
through a door, it m ight be well 
to note that when 
a b s ol u t e 
quiet is desired, a door can be 
w eatherstrip p ed w ith r u b b e r 
m olding and m ade p ractically 
noiseproof.

The key is in choosing a 
material and color that is sim­

the house a n d 
ground cover. 


A WOOD house looks g o o d 
with either a permanent roof ar 
awning. Over a redwood deck, 
one can put redwood or cedar 
shakes or an ordinary canvas 
awnings that can be the gayest 
contrivance of all. 
Some awnings can roll up and 
down at a pull, but the most 
papular types are those that 
are anchored on their m e t a l 
framework in permanent fash­ 
ion until winter sets in. These

Locher Refuses 
CORE Parley On

CLEVELAND (AP) - Mayor 
Ralph S. Locher has declined 
to meet with representatives of 
the Cleveland chapter of the 
Congress of Racial Equality to 
discuss alleged police brutality 
here. 
CORE asked last week for the 
meeting and outlined a nine- 
point program which, it con­ 
tended, would end police brut­ 
ality. The group wanted to meet 
with the mayor before Thurs­ 
day when City Council is to con­ 
sider his recent proposal to hire 
50 policemen.

persists here, and the Negroes 
1 are still the particular victims,” 
CORE’S letter to the mayor 
stated. 
In a letter to CORE, the may­ 
or replied: 
“I feel the meeting you de­ 
sire is unnecessary and know 
of no useful purpose such a 
meeting would serve the sub­ 
jects you listed have either been 
answered or are in the process 
of investigation.” 
Antoine Perot, chairman of 
CORE S action committee, said 
the mayor’s refusal to meet 
with the group could turn Cleve­ 
land into another Harlem. He 
said CORE has had numerous 
complaints of police brutality 
and has cases on file with the 
names or badge numbers of the 
policemen accused, 
charges of police brutality.

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Here Are Things Not To Do 


] Door Rattle? 
Then Stop It! 


By DOUGLAS TUOMEY 
There are few things more an­ 
noying than a rattling door or a 
door that does not close tightly 
and through which one can hear 
all the noise generated in the 
house. 
Actually, a door of this kind 
can be made tight in a few 
minutes and without much man­ 
ual effort. 
Most doors rattle b e c a u s e 
they have shrunk a bit or be­ 
cause they have warped out of 
shape a fraction of an inch. The 
condition can be remedied by 
moving the striking-plate so that 
when the tongue of the l o c k 
drops into the small square hole 
which is there to receive it, it 
is a tight fit. 
However, it requires quite a 
bit of skill to properly re-set a 
striking plate. And the wood­ 
work is liable to differ under 
the hands of a completely un­ 
skilled person. The best way to 
cure door trouble of the kind 
we are talking about is to move 
the stop - bead or doorstops 
against which the door r e s t s 
when closed. 
All door frames or casings 
are 
equipped 
with 
moldings 
which stop the door at just the 
right place. This long strip is 
nailed up along both sides and 
across the top of the door open­ 
ing. And when the door does 
not set securely against t h i s 
strip it will rattle when win­ 
dows are opened at night and 
all the noise in the house can 
be heard through the gap. 
The proper procedure is to lift 
off this strip, close the door 
and lock it, and then renail the 
strip again tight against t h e 
door. This insures a tight-fitting 
door which will not rattle and 
which will close out most of the 
noise outside of the room. 
Speaking of noi.se c o m i n g 
through a door, it might be well 
to note that when a b s o l u t e 
quiet is desired, a door can be 
weatherstripped with r u b b e r 
molding and made practically 
noiseproof.
